Claims 1 ,3-13,15-18,20 and 21 are allowed. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claims 1 and 15, 
recite the unique feature of the back housing and baffle portions, respectively, to 
comprise an unwoven fabric of chemical fiber, or a cellulose based material.
